with diplomatic tact. So on the third day—a 
short time as papal conclaves go—he was cho- 
sen. Rome’s famous voci (voices) say he got 
well over 40 votes on the last ballot. 

‘Time and again in papal history a new Pope 
has differed decidedly from his te pre 
ecessor. Within hours of taking office, John 
XXIII had shown himself a personality in his 
own right. The slender. ascetic and aristocratic 
Pius XII became in his later years more and 
more a withdrawn man who. despite his enor- 
mous audiences, rarely saw his cardinals and 
rarely made administrative decisions. The new 
Pope—short, square and of peasant stock—re- 
instated regular audiences for the administra- 
tive cardinals and began making decisions. 

For the first time in Vatican history, he « 
dered the cardinals to stay in conclave after his 
election so he could consult with them further. 
He himself stayed up late that night writing 
his first major speech. 

‘The new Pope has a directness which should 
appeal especially to Americans. He told the car- 
dinals who paid their traditional homage to 
kiss only his ring, not his knee or foot. He 
structed the editor of the Vatican newspaper, 
Osservatore Romano, to “eliminate” the hon-

EDITORIALS 


With the election behind us, it becomes possible to notice that 
equally important political changes have been taking place in 
Europe. These changes are slow, technical and not good head- 
line material. But the European news is mostly good news, 
and the outlook even better. 

There are three reasons for being optimistic about Europe. 
First, its recent showing of economic strength. Instead of reel- 
ing from the repercussions of U.S. recession most European 
economies took it in their stride. It brought them lower prices 
for their raw material imports with no corresponding loss to 
their manufactured exports, since U.S. consumption held up 
so well. Instead of the obsolete maxim, “When the U.S. sneeze: 
Europe catches pneumonia,” this was a case of U.S. bronchi 
and European sniff 

Their current production is spotty and slack in some lines, 
but few Europeans expect a real recession. Of their mild slow: 
down one could almost say that they planned it that way; it i: 
in large part the result of their own conscientious and su 
ful efforts to check inflation. Most governments decided to re- 
strict credit, reduce investment and even let the unemployment 
figures rise a little in order to strengthen their currencies and 
reserves. Two prime examples are Britain and Austria, the prime 
exception is France. 

Not since before World War I] has the British pound sterlin; 
been in sounder shape. As a result of stern fiscal and monetary 
measures by the Macmillan government, British prices have 
been stable, savings up, exports competitiv 
for many months. A remarkable record was set in the first half 
of 1958: for the first time in this century Britain’s visible ex- 
ports (i.e., not counting shipping, tourists and other services 
and “invisibles”) more than earned the imports that keep En, 
lishmen alive and at work. In preparation for new expansion, 
the chancellor of the exchequer is now able to lift trade re 
strictions, encourage investment and even hint at a tax cut 
next spring. 

The Austrians, for their part, have already enjoyed three tax 
cuts in the past three years. Their rate of economic growth has 
been the highest in Europe, their national debt is being re- 
duced, their currency and fore are more than 100% 
covered by gold and dollar reserves 

France is an exception because she has yet to grapple with 
inflation. Thus the French boom, though continuing, is of that 
hectic iron-lung variety that depends on high protection and an 
overvalued currency. But at least France now has a government 
strong enough to stop inflation, once De Gaulle puts his mind 
to it. And France is being nudged in the right direction by her 
new European environment. 

This environment is the second big reason for optimism

about Europe. Economic integration is proceeding at a pace 
which scarcely seemed possible a few years ago. The Common 
Market of six Continental countries will take 12 to 15 years 
for the full tariff merger, but it has passed the point of no return 
and the first mutual reductions of 10% will start in January. 
Meanwhile 11 other members of the Organization for European 
Economic Cooperation, led by Britain, are trying to negotiate a 
Free Trade Area to be linked with the Common Market. Thi 
effort is currently blocked by French fears of British competi- 
tion, but it is by no means defeated. The huge stakes inevitably 
spell a period of intricate and titanic bargaining, involving not 
only Europe and the British Commonwealth but the U.S. and 
the underdeveloped countries as well. The ultimate result rill 
be wholly new patterns of trade and can be a far greater volume 
of trade throughout the free world. 

US. policy has benignly encouraged Europe’s integration, 
ite the fact that the Common Market will mean new forms 
iscrimination against U.S. exports. Here lies a third reason 
for optimism about Europe: instead of new warring economic 
blocs, the atmosphere of opinion favors a general freeing up of 
trade everywhere. Despite our frequent backsliding, as when 
Eisenhower recently kicked Australia and Peru in the face with 
quotas on lead and zine imports, the U.S. is in a pretty good 
position to lead its partners in a liberal direction, With a four- 
year extension of his Reciprocal Trade Act powers, Eisenhower 
and his successor can now bargain trade barriers continuously 
downward during the decisive years ahead. 

Moreover Europe’s people are demanding higher living stand- 
ards, 0 h these boom years have given them a real taste. 
Car ownership per capita in Britain and Western Europe, for 
example, is still far below U.S. standards, but it has more than 
doubled in the last 10 years. Washing machines and a long line 
of ex-luxuries have shown similar growth, When he sees house- 
hold machinery at a trade fair, the European farmer or worker 
no longer says as he once did, “That's not for the likes of me. 
And European business is learning to stimulate and serve this 
new demand. “Market-mindedness” is all over the place, along 
with a rapid growth of the marketing arts, including advertising. 
While Americans pretend to fear “creeping socialism,” Euro- 
peans are actually experiencing a sort of “creeping capitalism.” 
They like it. 

With the Common Market offering 164 million customers to 
its businessmen, wider horizons for European capitalism are 
all but compulsory, With their currencies mostly in order, Eu- 
ropeans are in shape to mount a healthy boom. And with a new 
conviction that its industry should serve consumers of all 
classes, including potential consumers of underdeveloped na 
tions, Europe's possibilities are boundless. 


NEW POPE, OLD ASPIRATION 


Another kind of hope (see above) has come to Europe with the 
election of a new Pope. The 23rd John is the 262nd Bishop of 
Rome and Vicar of Christ—figures eloquent of the durable mean- 
ing of the oldest organization in the West. Like most of his pred- 
ecessors, Pope John is an Italian and his life and work have been 
entirely in Europe. But in his first public speech he addressed 
the rulers of all nations on behalf of the people and their uni- 
versal needs: peace, justice and that “tranquillity and concord 
from which alone true prosperity can arise. a 

Pope John faces tasks of ecclesiastical administration on a 
hundred worldly fronts (see p. 33) from illiteracy in Latin Amer- 
ica to the protection of the faithful behind the Iron Curtain. Yet 
all this complex activity has but a single purpose, which is the 
cure of souls. For, says Pope John, “true peace will not be given 


to the citizens, to the peoples, to the nations, if it is not first 
granted to their souls.” 


This singleness of aim has always been the Chureh’s strength. 
It explains its recently enhanced prestige, including intellectual 


prestige, as Pope John begins his reign. In an age of philosophi- 
cal disorder, the Church’s certitudes hold out a more persuasive 
promise of “tranquillity and order” than any of the long train of 
secular philosophies (the latest to pass was existentialism) that 
recede in the long wake of Western civilization, Not only the 
Christian religion but Catholic philosophy is once more “re- 
spectable” in Western intellectual circles. As chief spokesman 
of the faith on which so much of Western thought and civiliza- 
tion still rest, a new Pope is a reminder, especially to Euro- 
peans, of a great past, durable capacities and infinite hopes.

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VEGETABLES 
AND CHEESES 


EGETABLES and cheese are such old reliable kitchen 
stand-bys that cooks too often treat them casually. The 
same item is served up in the same plain way, or wors 
a confused potpourri where its distinctive taste and texture 
are smothered. Better uses for these two old work horses 
are given in LIFE's handsome, lavishly illustrated new 
Picture Cook Book, published this month. In almost 300 
pages filled with color photographs and decorated with 
drawings like those above and below, Picture Cook Book 
includes the best of LIFE’s past food stories plus much 
new material—including that on the following pages. 
Vegetables must be bought young and fresh and treated 
gently. Beans should crackle when snapped. Brussels 
sprouts should be tiny. Squash should be firm. Frozen vege- 
tables, picked and packaged at their peak, are better than 
fresh ones past their prime. In preparing vegetables the 
important thing is to cook them briefly with a minimum 


of water—not drown and boil them until flavor has leaked 
away and texture dissolved to a pulp. The flavor and ap- 
pearance of vegetables can also be enhanced by serving 
them in tasteful combinations like the peas with shallots 
(opposite) or the zucchini with walnuts, eggplant with 
oysters, squash with pineapple on page 64. 

Cheese, the world’s only food which can be served at 
any point in a meal, is just not used enough or in enough 
of its varieties. Many of the 500 kinds of cheese are little 
known and hard to get in America. Only a few like cottage, 
cream and Liederkranz are native to the U.S. Most cheeses 
are best served as desserts with their classic tablemates, 
bread and fruit.

Rogers is a specialist in appearances. Ever since he started out 


as Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey's most junior assistant in New 
York City 20 years ago, he has displayed a profound grasp of the 
maxim that, in public affairs, the appearance of things is often as 
important as the substance of things. Rogers operates on the 
that a good policy means little unless the public knows 
t it is and believes that it is good. To say that a lot of Rogers’ 
effort has gone into giving a negative policy the look of a positive 
policy does not diminish the fact that he has been eloquent, active 
and effective in a situation where no other ral official was do- 
ing or saying much of anything. 

With his constructive concern for appearances Rogers com- 
hines ‘a related characteristic that is best described as creative 
caution. In his approach to the segregation problem this takes the 
form of a compulsive on for avoiding mistakes and, most em- 
phatically, the appearance of mistakes. His ability to anticipate 
and guard against situations, attitudes and actions that might lead 
him into discernible error is one of his most impressive talents. 
Rogers’ way of avoiding mistak pick his own time for do- 
ing the right thing, simultaneously making sure that the right 
thing is also the practicable thing to do in a given situation. Rog. 
ers sees no reason why he ean’t be right and be Attorney General. 

Because Rogers’ predecessor, Attorney General Herbert Brownell, 
made a point of consulting his deputy often and intimately on 
the segregation problem and every other major matter that arose 
during their time together in the Department of Justice, Rogers 
must accept a share of responsibility for the blind passivity with

vinced the President, Rogers and a few of h sociates at the Jus- 
tice Department that the use of troops was no answer. Order of a 
sort had been restored, but only at the cost of hardening southern

ers has never waived it. But, while he was re-appraising the segrega- 
tion situation after taking office, he laid down his first requirement 
for purposes of calculation and planning—NO MORE TROOPS. 

A second proposition flowed naturally from the first: federal in- 
tervention of any 


dd should be undertaken only when absolutely 
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necessary, and then only to the minimum extent deemed neces- 
sary. As Rogers was to say later, “The general polic 
government under the present law is that it does not institute 
proceedings to alter the practices followed in the nation’s count. 
less school systems.” Remedies for specific discriminations were 
to be “the responsibility of the local litigants and the local c pe 
The federal government would step in only when it became “nee- 
essary to vindicate the court's authority.” 

It was obvious, of course, that a great deal more than these 
negative guidelines would be needed to bring about compliance. 
The sum of what was devised is coming to be known as the Rog. 
ers doctrine of inevitability. 

Rogers noted in early 1958 that white Southerners were rapidly 
persuading themselves, against all evidence and reason, that there 
must be some legal way around the Supreme Court decision. Noth- 
in g worthwhile could be accomplished, Rogers concluded, until this 
notion was thoroughly demolished. Only actual experience could 
destroy the illusion, and the experience could come only with the 
SpRrous h of the 1958-59 school term. Rogers set about mobilizing 
the resources of the Department of Justice so that when the school 
year started the South would get a crushing demonstration that 
1) “complia with the law of the land is inevitable,” and 2) the 
real choice is not public schools or segregated schools in some 
other guise but integrated schools or no schools. 

A new civil rights division under Assistant Attorney General 
Wilson White was put to collecting and analyzing the many “mas- 
sive resistance” laws enacted or contemplated in Arkansas, Vir- 
ginia and other states. Rogers’ successor as Deputy Attorney Gen- 
former Federal Judge Lawrence E. Walsh of New York (an- 
other Dewey alumnus), ‘gradually became a kind of chicf-of-staff 
for day-to-day operations, Rogers and Solicitor General J, Lee Ran- 
kin, the government's top courtroom lawyer, worked out a tenta- 
tive policy to guide them in deciding when—and when not—to in- 
te in upcoming cases, The Rogers rule: when in doubt, don’t.

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USY as all this sounds, the department went into real action 
B only after the Little Rock situation began to heat up in August, 
Then R arra ments clicked with remorseless precision, 
and the demonstration of inevitability was soon under way. 

Walsh and eight oth. r department officials comprised a 
special integration staff which for several weeks met every day, and 
sometimes all day, to follow the struggle as it develaped in Virg 
and Arkansas, the two states in outright def 
briefs, anticipating every imaginable issue that might arise in the 
courts, were drafted in advance. A direct telephone line was opened 
between the Department of Justice switchboard in Washington and 
U.S. Attorney Osro Cobb's office in Litt Rock. Cobb and U.S, 
Marshal R. Beal Kidd were in constant touch with Walsh and fre- 
quently with Rogers. Before Governor Faubus closed Little Rock's 
white high schools, 43 hand-picked deputy marshals from states as 
far west as Colorado and as near as Alabama were brought to 
Washington for a secret, intensive course in police procedures and 
riot control, and were then dispatched to Little Rock. Marshal 
Kidd recruited 75 special deputies in Arkansas, trained them as 
best he could and had them stand ig by. 

As it happened, the segregation battle of 1958 was fought— 
initially at least—in the courts instead of the streets. But when 
the Justice Department was called upon to act, it demonstrated 
overwhelmingly that the U.S. had the necessary legal resources 
in reserve and was prepared if necessary to use them to meet 
situation. On the climactic day, the Supreme Court in Washing- 
ton and an appellate court panel in Omaha were sitting simulta- 
neously to deal with Little Rock litigation, The Supreme Court 
was to consider a possible postponing of integration at al 
High School, the Omaha court to rule on the legality of a substi- 
tute system of “private” schools. In Washington, Rozers listened 
with silent satisfaction as Chief Justice Warren read the Court's 
historic reaffirmation not only of its original school decision but 
of its authority to find and declare the supreme law. Even while 
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ACTING LOCALLY as Rogers had hoped they would, students in Norfolk 
petition Virginia’s Governor Lindsay Almond to open schools closed by state, 
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Warren was still reading out the opinion from the bench, the 
text was moving by special wire to Omaha, where department 
attorneys immediately presented it to the appellate judges. The 
Supreme Court had gone to unprecedented lengths to close every 
pos ple avenue of official evasion. Knowing what the high Court 
ad said, the Omaha judges forthwith forbade the Little Rock 
school board to lease the closed high school buildings to the 
“private” corporation that had been set up to operate them with 
state funds, 

Back in his capacious office at the Department of Justice, Rogers 
was on the Little Rock line until late afternoon, supervising the 
service of 125 formal notices of the Omaha order on every offi- 
al and teacher who might take a hand in leasing or staffing the 
schools. It was the beginning of the end of phony “private schools” 
as devices to preserve segregation and a db ve point in Rogers’ 
campaign to convince the South that compliance had to come. 

President Eisenhower, who in private is much less aloof from 
the current battle than he appears to be in public, has reviewed 
and approved every major step Rogers has taken. The gist of the 
few briefs presented to courts by the Department of Justice has 
been reported in advance to the President and approved by him. 
On two recent occasions, he has made supporting statements pre- 
pared for him by Rogers 

What responsibility, if any, Rogers bears for the President's 
persistent refusal to endorse integration and the school decisions 
in principle remains a secret between Eisenhower and his Attorney 
General. Rogers does not discuss the subject. But examination of 
his speeches discloses a striking fact: with all of his eloquence, 
Rogers has never.actually endorsed racial integration either. He 
has forcefully advocated compliance with the school decisions, 
but he has yet to say on his authority as Attorney General that 
those decisions are correct. 

Despite his continuous activity, Rogers has never departed from 
the guiding rule that federal intervention should be kept to a 
minimum. At the moment, the Little Rock case is the only school 
litigation to which the federal government is a party. In Virginia, 
where at least ten cases are pending, the Department of Justice 
has stood completely aside. 

Yet the Rogers tactic of letting local pressures do his work for 
him has brought faster results in Virginia than it has in Arkansas. 
Four segregationist daily new per a state conference of parent- 
teacher associations, several legislators and 6,000 white citizens 
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of Norfolk, where six schools are closed, have in effect called upon 
Governor Almond to abandon “massive res nce.” Rog has 
been hoping that white Southerners whose children were deprived 
of schooling would come into court to plead that a state may not 
constitutionally deny public schooling to some children while pro- 
viding it for others. This would spare the federal government the 
painful task of seeming to demand a general closure of all public 
schools if any are closed. Last week two groups of white parents 
in Norfolk did exactly this, with suits that the Department of 
Justice would eventually have had to initiate if the school-less 
Virginians had not obliged. 

In Arkansas, even Orval Faubus looks and sounds more amd 
more like a man who wants out. He has noticeably softened his 
tone and manner and has admitted that there is no real prospect 
of replacing public schools with segregated schools of any kind. 
At the end of October, Rogers was getting hints that the governors 
of Arkansas and Virginia might soon be looking for some escape 
from the traps into which they had lured themselves and their 
states. 

If the battle is yet to be won in Arkansas and Virginia, it has 
hardly been begun in such strongholds of segregation as Missi 
sippi and Georgia. But in the first three months of his demonstr 
tion of inevitability, Rogers has accomplished more than anyone 
else has tried to accomplish on behalf of the federal government. 


A smooth and sure rise 


OGERS’ rise from nowhere in the best American tradition 

seems in retrospect to have been as smooth and sure as the 
Attorney General is in person. He was a small-town boy from up- 
state New York who worked his way, with scholarships, through 
Zolgate University and Cornell Law School and chanced to hit 
Thomas E. Dewey for a cub attorney's job at just the right moment 
in 1938. He proceeded in the next 12 years to found a family, to 
prove himself as a trial lawyer, to serve in the wartime Na 
make a solid record in Washington as the unusually efficient and 
fair-minded chief counsel of a Senate investigating committee. 
Eight years ago he ‘went to work as a salaried associate, ranking 
below the most junior partner, for a New York and Washington law 
firm headed by former Secretary of the Army Kenneth Royall, one 
of the many men of influence who have admired Rogers and been 
happy to further his ascent. 

Aty njunction of ability and luck set Rogers on his pres- 
ent trajectory in 1952, Royall happened to be an Eisenhower Demo- 
crat. General Lucius D. Clay, friend and mentor of General Eisen- 
hower, happened to be looking for a bright young lawyer to assist 
‘ing the rival forces of Senator Robert / 
forthcoming Republican Convention in Chicago. CI 
to provide the lawyer, Royall proffered Rogers— 
was on his way. He did a savage and brilliant job of discrediting 
Taft's southern delegations, mightily impressed Herbert Brownell 
in the course of it and was a natural choice for Deputy Attorney 
General when the first Eisenhower team was chosen. 

The 1952 convention also brought Rogers into his first close as- 
sociation with Richard Nixon, who generally gets more credit than 
he deserves for putting Rogers where he is today. Their friendship

Rogers, who was campaigning with Nixon on the Pacific 
Coast when the scandal broke, is universally credited with con- 
ceiving and staging the famous TV appearance in which Nixon, 
accompanied by his wife, managed to combine a frank confession 
of the facts with a magnificent display of innocence, thereby saving 
himself from being thrown off the Eisenhower ticket. Maintaining 
that his role in the Nixon triumph has been wildly exaggerated, 
Rogers says that what really counted was that “he knew that I had 
complete ‘confidence in him. I stayed with him when all sorts of 
people were deserting him 

However that may be. 


gers then and there was indelibly 
stamped as “Nixon's man.” Soon after Rogers was chosen to be 
Deputy Attorney General, Nixon confided to at least one reporter 
that he had recommended the appointment. Herbert Brownell, who 
should know, says that Nixon had nothing to do with it, and other 
evidence suggests that Rogers would have got the job even if he 
had never met Nixon. The multitudes who think of Rogers as 
Nixon’s man will find it even harder to believe that the President 
promoted Rogers to Attorney General solely on his merits and 

rownell's recommendation, but such appears to be the case, If 
Nixon even knew that Rogers was to get the top job when he did, 
some distinguished members of the Eisenhower political family are 
plain liars. 

Whatever Nixon has had to do with Rogers’ advancement, the 
importance of their relationship is too obvious for denial. When 
President Eisenhower had his heart attack in 1955, it was to Rog- 
ers’ home that Nixon retired for privacy and counsel. Rogers was 
again at the Vice President's right hand when Nixon and Eisen- 
hower formalized their arrangement for a temporary delegation of 
presidential powers, should incapacity of the President ever make 
it necessary. When Nixon was deciding whether to risk his pros- 
pects for the pre: idency in 1960 by taking an active role in thi 
year’s unpromising campaign, he turned again to Rogers for advice 
and reassurance. 


A friend predestined for leadership 


OGERS makes no bones about his fondness for Nixon and hi 


» Rogers says, 
have had a feeling about him that I think a lot of other people have. 
It is that he is prede tined for national leadership.” 
Rogers obviously would like to minimize the relationship. “I am 
sure that the fact that we are friends doesn’t hurt me any,” he says, 
“but I doubt that it is as important as people think.”” He refuses 
to say much more about it. His extreme reticence invites a sus- 
picion that there is something to hide, and some of his friends have 
a shrewd idea of what that something is. It is that Rogers, with his 
sharp sense of politics and timing, has been more useful to Nixon 
than Nixon has been to Rogers.

want such a thing made known, partly because of modesty and also 
because it might impair his relationship with Nixon. 

An indication that Rogers definitely is not Nixon’s man in one 
important sense, and that Nixon does not expect him to be, be- 
came the talk of the Department of Justice on and after March 18, 
1954. On that date, in a confidential memorandum to the depart- 
ment’s division heads, Rogers distributed a brutal warning that 
Murray Chotiner, a Los Angeles lawyer who had managed Nixon's 
1952 campaign in California, was trying to make direct representa- 
tion on behalf of clients in several tax cases. Rogers made it clear 
that Chotiner was not to get favored treatment—or appear to get 
any. A Senate committee later tried to pry the memorandum out of 
the department, assuming that it would show special favor to Choti- 
ner. Rogers refused to release it to the committee because, as he 
told associates at the time, “I don’t want to make myself look good 
at the expense of someone else.” 

A trivial facet of the curiosity about him and Nixon irritates 
both Rogers and his wife. "People are always asking me and Ad 
how often we ‘drop in’ on the Nixons and they ‘drop in’ 
Rogers snorts. “I don’t know what could be more absurd. Neither 
we nor the Nixons are dropper-inners. They are like us. When 
they have an evening off, all they want to do is have dinner with 
the family and get to bed.” 

With or without Nixon, where does William Pierce’ Rogers go 
hat is quite a question for a man of 45 who is Attorney 
General of the United States and just hitting his stride. Should 
Nixon's political fortunes remain unimpaired after this campaign 
and in the next two years and should the 1960 campaign and elec- 
tion go as Rogers hopes they will, he presumably can have any posi- 
tion he wants under the next president. Rogers has never run for 
anything and, as of today, could probably not swing 100 votes in 
the entire U.S. But if he stays on top of the segregation issue and 
continues to do well otherwise as Attorney General, he could be a 
formidable candidate for national office. The moment he leaves his 
present job, provided always that he does not come a cropper in it, 
he will be welcome at the top of any number of big law firms, where 
he could earn a great deal of money in a very short tim 

“Tl tell you something about me that you probably won't be- 
lieve,” Rogers said recently when he was asked to discuss these or 
any other possibilities that he might have in mind. "I know that 
people say I'm ambitious, and I suppose I am, in a way. But—and 
this is what you won't believe—L've never had a specific ambition. 
I mean by that, I’ve never looked ahead and said to myself, ‘I want 
this or that particular job.”1 think that I have been very lucky in 
that way. I haven't worried about what I was going to do next and 
nobody else has had to worry about it either.”
